Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1952-1953 


To the Shareholders of The Cincinnati Museum Association 


The growth of its collections was again the out- 
standing feature of the Museum's year. Variety 
of growth was as notable as quality of growth. 
For example: with the addition of thirty-one 
pieces of Pre-Islamic and Islamic pottery, ex- 
hibited at the Victoria and Albert Museum in 
London since 1911, the Museum's group of Near 
Eastern ceramics achieved definitive stature as 
one of the world’s pre-eminent collections, in 
coverage as well as pre-eminence of individual 
examples. Six gold fragments from the Median 
treasure found at Ziwiye in 1947, augmented by 
choice examples of Buwayhid and Seljuk metal, 
added a new section to the Near Eastern depart- 
ment as did the great textiles acquired by pvur- 
chase and gift. The tomb cover of the Imam 
Riza from the treasury of Meshed brought one 
of the world’s greatest textiles to the Museum; 
certainly there is none greater, it being one of 
three signed Kashan silk weavings of the Persian 
XVI century. Equally rare, possibly unique, is 
the Mongolian carpet of the Yiian Dynasty, now 
known as the Cincinnati Carpet. While the de- 
partments of Asiatic art grew notably, so did the 
Painting and Print Departments. By gift came 
such outstanding additions as a Pissarro land- 
scape of 1875, an unusually fine winter landscape 
by the XVII century Dutch master, Aert van der 
Neer, a well-known work by Annibale Carracci 
and a choice small river scene by Thomas Eakins. 
Newly acquired sculptures included a rare XIV 
century Sienese wood figure of the Madonna and 
Child, and a Kneeling Woman in bronze by the 
modern Italian, Marino Marini. The collection 
of drawings formed by Dr. Allyn Poole was 
given by his sister Miss Emily Poole and tke 
Print Department continued its steady growth 
primarily in contemporary works. In all there 
were 281 accessions, sixty-one by purchase, 220 


by gift. The donors are identified in the ac- 
companying detailed list and their generosity 
most gratefully acknowledged here. 

The exhibition season was active with twenty- 
five separate events. Five of them were fortu- 
nately permanent additions to various depart- 
ments of the Museum, opened in October. Fea- 
tured painting exhibitions were the paintings 
and drawings by Ingres lent by the Museum of 
Montauban; a special showing of works by the 
Academy faculty and the Annual Exhibition by 
Artists of Cincinnati and Vicinity. The Print 
Department's calendar included extensive one- 
man showings of Picasso and André Masson, 
prints and drawings from the collection of Miss 
Marion Hendrie, the 6th Brooklyn Print Annual 
and modern Norwegian Printmakers. 

Loans to other museums showed an_ inter- 
national accent with works going to Western 
Germany and Bordeaux, as well as to many 
American colleague institutions. 

Educational presentation of works of art has 
come to be as important to the Museum as their 
permanent acquisition or temporary exhibition. 
This is not unique with Cincinnati of course but 
it may be that in the eight-year course of re- 
working its building the Cincinnati Art Museum 
has placed a special emphasis on what it feels to 
be the main-spring of its educational program. 
So the year ended on a remodelling of the Near 
Eastern galleries to incorporate the many new 
accessions and to provide the visitor with an un- 
interrupted sequence of fourteen rooms devoted 
to the arts of Asia. 

Membership increased slightly over the previous 
year and general attendance declined slightly. 
Inside the general attendance figure, however, 
there was a marked increase in the number of 
guided groups and class attendance. It is not 








altogether exculpatory to feel that growth in 
such a vital aspect of the Museum's life more 
than compensates for a slight all-over decline. 
The Library, Education and Public Relations 
Departments are jointly responsible for this 
growth in the Museum's solider public service. 
The” Academy's promised progress became a 
fact in the year 1952-53, with an unmistakable 
rise in the quality of instruction and student 
work. Entering enrollment, on a selective basis, 
increased strongly and efficient administration 
led to substantial financial savings. 

The publication program was active, beginning

with a long-needed Guide to the Collections 
brought out in October and ending on a Ses- 
quicentennial edition of the Bulletin in August. 
The typographical design and editorial content 
of the Museum's publications continued to win 
general applause, not least in the flattery of 
imitation. 

None of this would have been possible without 
the loyalty and hard work of the Museum and 
Academy staff to whom the Director extends his 
heartfelt thanks.

Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1953-1954 


To the Shareholders of The Cincinnati Museum Association 


The Museum's 1953-1954 season was one of un- 
usual variety and activity. First in importance 
must be mentioned the many notable additions 
to the permanent collection. Outstanding in 
their climactic effect were the Tendilla Retable, 
a great Spanish triptych of the mid-16th century, 
which was first shown in December, 1953, and a 
large section, almost half, of the Andarz Nama, 
the oldest illustrated manuscript in Persian art 
and one of the great manuscripts of the world. 
The Cincinnati Art Museum's section, contain- 
ing forty-four miniatures and the colophon, 
brought the Near Eastern collections into un- 
questioned world rank. The Print Department 
acquired a large distinguished group of color 
lithographs from its Third International Bi- 
ennial of Contemporary Color Lithography. The 
other major exhibition of the Print Department 
also resulted in a significant gift to the collec- 
tion, the contemporary religious prints assem- 
bled by Mr. Ross W. Sloniker, and shown in 
January. 

The Memorial Exhibition of Paintings by the 
contemporary American, Niles Spencer, took 
place that same month and in February the un- 
usual collection of paintings by Berthe Morisot 


and her friends among the Impressionist painters 
made one of the most distinguished painting ex- 
hibitions that the Museum has offered for many 
years. The opening event of the season was the 
first showing of the newly remodelled galleries of 
Near Eastern art which had the value of a major 
exhibition but was, happily, a permanent ad- 
dition to the Museum's resources. 

Another major remodelling project was com- 
pleted in March, 1954 with the opening of the 
Contemporary Arts Center, which houses the 
program of the Modern Art Society. The Con- 
temporary Arts Center not only reclaimed three 
neglected areas on the Museum's ground floor 
but opened up a valuable artery of circulation 
from the upper floors of the Museum to the audi- 
torium. The generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Julius 
Fleischmann made possible this important change. 

Three special events gave color to the Museum's 
program: the Symphony Ball in February; a 
Night of Opera presented in April in collabo- 
ration with the Summer Opera Management; 
and a dinner given in that same month for the 
National Meeting of The Garden Club of Amer- 
ica. This last event involved many months of 
preparation since the nine painting galleries 


where the dinner was placed were decorated in 
the style of their collections. These were typical 
of the Membership and Public Relations Depart- 
ment’s growing activities under the able leader- 
ship of Miss Betty Zimmerman. 

Her efforts combined with those of the Educa- 


tion Department headed by Mr. Paul Naish 
brought an encouraging upswing to the attend- 
ance, which in the previous year for the first 
time since the close of the war had dropped be- 
low 200,000. This drop was partially caused by 
the discontinuance of the Civic Theatre's pro- 
ductions in the Museum's auditorium, which 
had added some 20,000 people annually to the 
Museum's attendance. Last season’s recovery 
from that loss therefore means that the 203,087 
recorded visits to the Museum were all more 
directly related to the Museum's program. An 
analysis of the Education Department's report 





shows for example a substantial growth in the 
number of guided tours of the Museum, a matter 
which is somewhat elusive statistically but a 
significant sign of health. 

The Academy's growth in quality and numbers 
continued through the year. Detailed reports 
from the Library, the Registrar's Department, 
the Art Academy, Education Department and 
Membership and Public Relations Department 
and a financial statement from the Business 
Office give a complete record of the year, but it is 
the privilege of the Director in this note of trans- 
mittal and summary to call the shareholders’ 
attention to the loyalty and dedication of the 
staff which made the accomplishment of this 
program possible.

Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1954-1955 


To the Shareholders of The Cincinnati Museum Association 


The year 1954-1955 was successful in three major 
ways, additions to the collections being as al- 
ways first in importance; an unusually varied 
exhibition program; and a 5,000 increase in at- 
tendance over the previous year. This is perhaps 
the most significant and hopeful development of 
the past season and the one hardest to reduce to 
statistical terms. In fact, it means that a general 
type of attendance, primarily of course concerned 
with Museum activities, but with many audi- 
ences for worthwhile but not too closely related 
civic events, has been converted to a simon-pure 
museum attendance. This is an encouraging omen 
for which the Education and Public Relations 
Departments deserve thanks, here given. 

The year’s accessions included some momentous 
works, the panel of “Judith with the Head of 
Holofernes’’ by Botticelli, the early XVI century 
Lombard bronze horse, which is the first ex- 
ample of this prime Renaissance art to come into 


the Museum's possession, a great early still-life 
by Cézanne, one of his very few signed-and-dated 
canvases, the small ivory priest called ‘‘the finest 
Assyrian sculpture in the round’’ now known, 
and a Sasanian silver bowl head a list of which 
any museum could be proud. Luristan bronzes 
and weapons, an important XIV century bronze 
mosque candlestick from Egypt, two panelled 
rooms, one from Grosvenor Square, of about 
1730, the other from Charleston, South Carolina, 
about 1810, furniture, notable groups of modern 
prints, make up the 893 objects given by 77 gen- 
erous donors. Eighty-two objects were acquired 
by purchase, and loans from the permanent col- 
lection were made to 26 colleague institutions in 
the course of the year. 

The exhibition year began auspiciously, and to 
national applause, with the first inclusive show- 
ing of all the painting members of the Peale 
family. In January the Museum's great Persian 








manuscript of 1090, the Andarz Nama, was first 

shown in its permanent gallery with the effect, 

happily not temporary, of a major exhibition. 

February brought an outstanding showing of 
the sculpture of Auguste Rodin, and April the 

Eighteenth National Ceramic Exhibition. Sup- 
porting these head-line events were exhibitions 

of Hans Christian Andersen memorabilia, artists 

of Cincinnati and vicinity, and such public serv- 

ices as the Art Academy's student show and 

Symphony Arts and Handicrafts. The Print De- 

partment had a complete exhibition program of 

its own beginning with the Albert P. Strietmann 

collection of color lithographs, followed by 

Zao-Wou-ki, the Chinese Parisian, American 

color prints and recent prints by Chagall and 

Miro. 

One statistic stands out among the many and 
varied social-educational events of the Museum 
year, and that is the steady growth in the num- 
ber of community groups meeting in the Museum 


for luncheons, teas, dinners, almost always ac- 
companied by gallery tours or talks by members 
of the Museum staff. From 31 in the year 1952-53 
and 51 in 1953-54 the number grew to 67 in 1954- 
1955: 

The Academy's year showed statistical growth 
and non-statistical improvement in the quality 
of the student body. Total enrollment in the day 
school increased 13%; enrollment of full-time 
students 33%; night school remained unchanged 
from 1953-54; the summer school increased by 
36%. 

The Education Department continued its im- 
portant services as did the Library. Detailed re- 
ports of all the foregoing matters are appended, 
together with the financial report. The generous 
donors of moneys and art objects cannot be suf- 
ficiently thanked, nor can the loyal and devoted 
members of the staff.

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AFRIcaN Cass. The flooring of the old entrance hall provided a large painting gal- 
lery on the second floor and a series of smaller galleries surrounding an oval room for 
the showing of modern sculpture on the first floor. Wall cases to show the arts of 
primitive cultures, such as this group of African objects, alternate with contemporary 
color lithographs. The generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Harry S. Leyman made this de- 
sirable change possible. It was designed by John Becker. 

Late Istamic Gatvery. The sequence of remodelled Near Eastern galleries ends 
on a room of later Islamic arts: miniatures and textiles from Moslem India, pottery 
from Turkey and Syria, pottery and textiles from Moorish Spain. Large mural maps 
through this area sérve both an educational and decorative purpose. 














ConTEMPORARY Arts CENTER. A-generous gift from Mr. Julius Fleischmann made 
possible the remodelling of three ground floor areas as a setting for the Contemporary 
Arts Center. The architect, Carl Strauss, also planned an enclosure of the stairway up 
from the first floor to the permanent painting galleries. 


Meissen Case. Ceilings were lowered and walls furred: out in several decorative 
arts galleries in the old wing of the building to reduce the scale of the rooms and pro- 
vide wall cases for small objects such as Meissen porcelains, English, German and 
American silver. 
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Print DeparTMENT. Three galleries over the sculpture hall were remodelled to 
house a self-contained Print Department. Part of the area was walled off for offices 
and study room, storage and work space. The scale of the exhibition galleries was 


controlled by lowered ceilings, wall cases and independently lighted horizontal 
panels. 





ANDARZz Nama. The showing of forty-four miniatures and several text pages from 
the Andarz Nama, oldest and most important of Persian illuminated manuscripts, 
raised many new exhibition problems. Tall windows prevented lowering the eighteen- 
foot ceiling so a grid-work of beams was set at a nine-foot height to reduce the scale 


of the gallery, hold the “‘pogo-stick’’ mountings of double folios and provide con- 
trolled light.
